GONORRHEA 


During the years 1940 through 1944, the total num- 
ber civilian cases gonorrhea reported California 
was lowest 1942 (12,408 cases) and highest 
1944 (20,365 cases). This does not hold true for all 
the individual counties.

The totals for all races show that, from 1942 
through 1944, there was greater increase cases 
reported among females than males. 

The 20-24 year age group showed larger number 
cases reported each the five years than any other 
age group. 1944, there was greater number 
eases reported for each sex the 15-19 year age group 
than any previous year and this group was the only 
one for which that was true. 


SYPHILIS 


The total number reported civilian syphilis cases, 
unlike gonorrhea, was the lowest 1941 (21,711 cases) 
and highest 1943 (29,346 cases). However, the 
number primary and secondary syphilis cases showed 
the same pattern reporting did gonorrhea with 
the smallest number reported 1942 (2,689 
eases) and the largest 1944 (4,108 cases).

For gonorrhea, primary and secondary syphilis and 
for all syphilis, the number cases reported among 
negroes increased each year over the previous year. 

Because not known how much the population 
changes have affected the distribution race, sex and 
age not possible give specific rates for each 
these groups make comparisons rates one 
group with another. However, the increasing numbers 
reported the 15-19 and 20-24 year age groups 
indicate that the venereal disease control program 
should reach the younger age groups more effectively 
than has the past. Adequate health education, 
establishment proper recreational facilities, raising 
social and moral standards are responsibilities 
the whole community and all play part guiding the 
youth around the pitfalls delinquency.

NEW SYPHILIS TREATMENT RECOMMENDED 
DEPARTMENT 


The Venereal Diseases has revised its 
recommendations for the treatment early syphilis 
with penicillin, and bismuth, accordance 
with experience rapid treatment centers throughout 
the Nation, and hospitals California. 

The 5-12-3 schedule being safer 
than the 8-6-3 schedule which formerly was suggested. 
The increased safety the 5-12-3 schedule due chiefly 
the administration arsenic every other day in- 
stead every day.

Detailed instructions for the treatment syphilis 
under the new schedule are avilable mimeographed

The question has been raised whether the penicillin- 
arsenic-bismuth treatment early syphilis, admin- 
istered rapid treatment centers, conforms with the 
Regulations for the Control Communicable Diseases 
adopted the State Board Public Health 
April 1943. 

Paragraph Section 109 states that patients 
with syphilis who have not received arsenic and 
bismuth injections, the equivalent, may subjected 
quarantine the health officer. The State Depart- 
ment Public Health accepts equivalent treat- 
ment any schedule which approved the United 
States Public Health Service the National 
Council.
